f you have an urge to bid on a masterpiece that will rank among the 
top ten most expensive paintings auctioned in modern times, you'd 


better be prepared to spend more than half a million dollars. 


Prime examples seldom reach the auction block any more. Most of 


the really important Old Masters already have been frozen forever on 
museum walls, and even the big moderns are hard to find. The few 
smashing pictures that come out of private collections into the market 
are fought over at great costs. 


The Old Masters who have been cracking through the auction ceilings 


in recent years are Rembrandt, Hals, Fragonard and Rubens. The School 


of Paris (Impressionists and Post-Impressionists) is not far behind. 


Auctions are only partial index to the feverish competition for im- 


portant paintings, which has been shaking the art world ever since the 
end of World War II, especially in the last decade. Private transactions 
between dealers and collectors or museums, which are quite confiden- 
tial, undoubtedly have surpassed some of the auction prices, but the 
financial figures are shrouded in discreet silence.

Vindication Motivated Packers 


GREEN BAY, Wis.—(NEA)—Before the Green Bay Packers 


won their ninth National Football League championship, six 
men on their starting offensive unit might have retired or 
had other football employment forced upon them. 


Tackle Forrest Gregg, who is 31 years old with the scars of 


nine pro years, walked to the sidelines with 31 seconds to go 
and bells ringing in his ears, where a knee had caught his 
helmet. "How," he asked later, "do you quit after this?" 


Rather than elation, the veteran Packers—with an experi- 


ence quotient of 7.4 years for every man in their attacking 
platoon—felt vindication in their decisive title victory over 
the Cleveland Browns. 


They had a halfback, Paul Hornung, who couldn't outrun 


a linebacker, Cleveland's Jim' Houston, when he had an open 


field for a touchdown stretching ahead. But 
he outgained Jimmy Brown better than 2-1. 
A fullback like Jimmy Taylor (who barely 
shades 200 pounds, isn't supposed to bowl 
paoplc over, but he did and won a sports car. 
Bart Starr seldom answers the roll call when 
the great quaterbacks are mentioned, but his 
passing opened up the Browns' linebackers 
for the 204 yards on the ground which con- 
trolled thr game. 


Hornung played with bruised ribs, a sore 


knee and "a weak ankle. Taylor, drawn and 


rt1. 
underweight, had a groin pull, a sore ankle 
Olderman 
and , ,cr bumpcd his knec. starr had his 


ribs and back taped tightly and got banged down a couple of 
times by defensive end Bill Glass of the Browns. 


Yet, at the end. they were all in one piece and the Packers 


had their first championship since 1962. 


"This," said coach Vince Lombard!, "may not be the best 


Packer team I've ever had. but it's a team of great character. 
I don't think they had to prove it to me so much. I think 
other people had to accept it." 


Some won't even accept the Packers as anything more than 


the third best team in the NFL (behind the Baltimore Colts 
plus John Unitas and the Chicago Bears minus opening 
month). 


"After six or seven years." shrugged Hornung, "you have

in this IBM era of pro football, games are still won the sim- 
ple way. At halftone against Cleveland they barely led, 13-12. 
The only way to control the Browns was to slog it out on the 
ground. 


They made a basic adjustment, born of experience. The 


offensive linemen asked Starr to run a couple of plays that 
didn't figure strongly in the game plan. One was a strong 
side off-tackle play, called simply 47, with Hornung carrying. 
The other was a 41 trap up the middle. The "4" indicates 
Hornung. The "7" and "1" indicate the holes. "We went back 
to simplified stuff," explained Lombardi. "We have a slogan 
(Lombardi's big on them) that says, 'It's neither the offensive 
alignments nor the defensive formation which means any- 
thing. It's the execution.'" 


First time the Packers got the ball in the third quarter,

I'm not nuts about fishing 


t o u r n a m e n t s . 
This has 


nothing to do with the fact 
that I failed to win the recent 
Stuart (Fla.) Light Tackle Sail- 
fish Tournament. 


Actually, I had some suc- 


cess at Stuart. I caught just 
about everything that moves 
in those waters—off Florida's 
east coast—but only sailfish 
counted. In four days, I had 
a shot at three of" them. I 
landed two, but, since it took 
nine to win, I was well back 
in the pack. 


This wasn't exactly a dis- 


grace, because it was a fair- 
ly affl». ent pack. Most of the 
competitors had their own 
boats, and one of them—a 
b e a u t y of a 55-footer—re- 
portedly cost $250,000. But 
neither boats nor their cap- 
tains mean a thing at Stuart, 
which is one reason I approve 
of this particular tournament. 


In many competitions, the 


angler who wins is the one 
with the best skipper. As soon 
as a fish takes the bait, the 
captain backs down so fast he 
all but scoops up the poor 
fish. At Stuart things are dif- 
ferent. The rules state that 
the engines must be put in 
neutral when a fish is hooked. 
This places the burden on the 
angler and that is where it 
should be. 


On the final day I hit a big 


sailfish that was easily an 
eight-footer. This would have 
made it the biggest fish in 
the tournament. But, after 
the better part of an hour I 
lost him when, I believe, his 
tail caught in the double line 
and wore it through at the 
knot. 


For a fellow who docs a 


great deal of fishing, com- 
petition offers 
an exciting 


change of pace. But for the 
casual angler, or one who 
seeks relaxation, tournaments 
are simply too intense. The 
fishing may be fair, but it is 
also frantic. 1 prefer fun, but 
then all losers do.

"In the Army we'd learned

"With good instruction and 
equipment you can tackle the 
highest, coldest hills and en- 
joy magnificent snow scenery 
along the way." 


To prove it, Seibert and 


Parker have just tried a test 
safari with the newest gadget 
for mechanized m o u n t a i n 
climbing. It's called the snow- 
mobile — a 14-horsepower 
motorscooter 
with skis in 


front and a little revolving 
track under the seat. Driving 
is like ski-schussing sitting 
down. The gadget will climb 
hills or run 30 miles an hour 
through deep powder snow. 


"Kneel on the seat to run 


it," Parker recommends, "or 
sit down if you're b r a v e .

only an afternoon of instruc- 
tion, Seibert and Parker led 
a group of 25 of us on a 90- 
mile, two-day trek. Up we 
motored from the drifts at 
Vail's 8,200 feet, up through 
snow squalls in the thin air 
to the 13,000-foot mountain 
ridgepole that divides the At- 
lantic and Pacific watersheds. 
Our machines crossed the 
Continental Divide five times 
in all, with an overnight stop 
10,000 feet up at Leadville, 
the nation's highest city. 


Even at 14,000 elevation, 


high above the 
timberline, 


the machines and d r i v e r s 
gasped a l o n g without. any 


trouble. Then from the top 
of Independence Pass we 
bucked drifts down 4,000 feet 
to Aspen and a welcome from 
John Wix and Buzz Bain- 
bridge of the famous ski cen- 
ter. 


Snowmobiles aren't going 


to replace skis for sportsmen 
or soldiers, ex-trooper Pete 
Seibert decided after the run. 


"But they should open up 


the high snowfields to super- 
vised tour groups," according 
to Pete,."where you can safe- 
ly explore areas only a few 
mountaineers have ever seen 
in the winter before."

Worldwide, 
Not Private 


NEW YORK (AP) - -rne nas 


sle over metal prices is world 
wide, not just a private quarrel 
between the U.S. government 
and the producers of steel, cop- 
per and aluminum. 


Prices of copper are soaring 


on world markets, ignoring the 
rollback which Washington got 
from domestic firms that tried 
to rais ehteirs. 


The 
price 
of American- 


produced copper stays at 36 
cents a pound. But foreign pro- 
ducers have boosted the price 
on the world market to 42 cents. 
And in London metal dealers 
were asking 71% cents a pound 
for spot delivery Tuesday and 
68% cents for delivery three 
months from now —both record 
high quotations. The dealers 
could ask that because a world- 
wide shortage makes quickly 
needed copper hard for manu- 
facturers to find. 


In both London and Singapore 


the price of spot tin advanced 
again 'Tuesday. Shortages here, 
too, ,haVe sent prices soaring in 
recent weeks.

are dropping nearly 1,000 tons of 
bombs and rockets on Commu- 
nist water-borne traffic and 
trucks moving down newly con- 
srtucted roads, these sources 
said. 


North Viet Nam has been 


spared ah- raids since Dec, 24 
after President Johnson ordered 
a bombing pause in an attempt 
to get peace negotiations started 
on the Vietnamese war. 


Photo reconnaissance planes 


continue to seek out Communist 
troop movements and missile 
installations in the north. 


The 
bombing 
pause 
has 


caused grave concern in some 
military circles here. These cir- 
cles say hte pause was rodered 
at a time when nearly two regi-( 
ments of North Vietnamese reg- 
ulars and hundreds of tons of 
supplies were rolling down the 
Ho Chi Minh Trail from North 
Viet Nam through Laos and 
Cambodia, to South Viet Nam 
each month. 


Before the pause, the kby- 


stone of American air tactics 
was to catch Communist units 
and supply columns 'before they 
could get out of North Viet 
Nam. Bombing went on around 
the clock. 


It is not clear to many observ- 


ers here whether the bombing in 
Laos stopped during the Christ- 
mas cease-fire. 


No American or Vietnamese 


official spokesmen would com- 
ment on the Laotian situation. 
The bombings, however, long 
have been an open secret. 


Communist-controlled

tions of Laos have been, photo- 
graphed unitl, one source said, 
there is not one square inch that 
is not recorded on film in Amer- 
ican intelligence files.
